Feed Mash to Balance 
Up the Scratch Feeds 
Correct practice In feeding Is the 
greatest factor thgt makes for success 
in the poultry business. 
One impor­ 
tant practice that does not have so 
many followers as it deserves is the 
feeding of mash to balance up the 
scratch feeds which are usually grown 
at home. 
Those who feed a mash in winter 
often quit feeding it as soon as the 
snow drifts melt away, for they think 
that when the hen can get out of doors 
she should be made to rustle for her 
living. 
It is a mistake to do awmy 
with the mash entirely. 
Even though 
it is offered to the hens they will not 
eat as much of It as they will in the 
winter, but they will have an oppor­ 
tunity of balancing up their ration. 
This Is essential In order to get a large 
quantity of eggs. 


During Rest Period Cow 
Should Be Fed Liberally 
I luring the rest period the cow 
should be fed enough to get In extra 
good physical condition before she 
freshens. 
There is no necessity and 
surely no economy to feed heavily dur­ 
ing the dry period. 
Two or three 
pounds a day may well he fed, largely 
ground oats and bran, with some corn­ 
meal if the cow is thin, and a small 
proportion of oilmeal. 
Then give the 
cow silage and good legume hay, and 
not make her subsist on poor rough­ 
ages like fodder and timothy hay. Dur­ 
ing the dry period Is a good time also 
to keep up the feeding of minerals.

STATE BOUNDARY 


LINES AT FAULT 


Errors Run From Hundreds 
of Acres to Many 
Square Miles. 


Washington, D. Ca—“Work recently 
begun to check UP the condition of 
monuments marking the straight line 
boundary 
between 
New 
\o rk 
and 
Pennsylvania, and to find how far the 
line varies from its proper position, 
brings to attention only one of the 
•cores of ‘boundary skeletons’ in tile 
national closet.” says a bulletin from 
the Washington (D. C.) headquarters 
of the National Geographic society. 
“It is probably safe to say that not 
one of the forty-eight states is now 
administering 
exactly 
the 
territory 
which supposedly belongs to it,” con­ 
tinues the bulletin. “In some cases the 
differences are only m atters of hun­ 
dreds or thousands of acres, but in 
others they must he measured by hun­ 
dreds of square miles. 
These faulty 
boundaries sire for the most part ac­ 
cepted now, especially in the states 
longest settled; hut the agreements 
have not all been 
reached quietly. 
There have been scores of disputes be­ 
tween neighboring states and terri­ 
tories, dozens of lawsuits have been 
brought before the Supreme court, and 
In one or two cases bitterness hns been 
so great that civil war has seemed on 
I the verge of breaking out. 
“The chief difficulty is in drawing 
straight lines. 
Anyone can draw a 
I straight line on a piece of paper. 
He 
can construct a reasonably straight 
edged flower bed or driveway. 
But 
try to lay out a straight line some 
miles or hundreds of railes long on 
the face of the earth, over hill and 
dale, valley and mountain, and you 
are .faced by a vastly more difficult 
problem; 
“Many of the supposedly east and 
west lines between the colonies, later 
inherited as boundaries by the states. 
were laid out with no other instrument 
than the magnetic compass. 
The di­ 
rection in which tile needle pointed 
varied as tile surveyor advanced; but 
in some cases no account was taken 
of this, and in others inaccurate cor­ 
rections were applied. 
The lines, in 
stead of being straight and running 
in a true east and west direction, were 
traced somewhat like rail fences bo 
tween their terminal points, obstruct 
off from the true direction at an angle 
and had to he brought back at inter­ 
vals by offsets. 
Plumb Lines Cause Errors. 
‘‘Later when better instruments, ns- 
trouomicai methods, and higher mathe- 
' platies were used the errors in running 
boundary lines were greatly reduced. 
An absolutely accurate line hundreds 
of miles long through rough country 
has never yet been marked out on the 
earth’s surface, b p i'ever, and probe bl v 
i never will he—chiefly because survey­ 
ing instrum ents depend on plumb lin*> 
or spirit level to establish perpendicu­ 
lars. anti these indicators vary with 
differences in density of the rocks 
from place to place. 
The closest ap­ 
proach to accuracy hns been made by 
the ‘triangulation system.’ which the 
United States coast ani] geodetic sur­ 
vey has extended over a great part of 
the United States. 
Errors still crop 
up, hut they arc almost negligible. 
It 
is this triangulation system which has 
disclosed many of the rather glaring 
inaccuracies of the earlier boundary 
1 surveys. 
“A number of boundary difficulties 
have arisen because of mistakes in 
geography. 
Thus the fir^t boundary 
treaty between Great Britain anti the 
United Staten in 1782 provided that 
{the northern boundary of the United

Remarkable Illusions Pro­ 
duced by Versatile Movie 
Engineers. 


Hollywood.—The movie public brr* 
many illusions that are carefully cre­ 
ated by trick photography and th e 
versatility of engineers. 
These secrets of the trad e conserve- 
millions of dollars annually En the* 
budgets of p ra n c e rs. 
The directors- 
point out. however, th at thay are not 
evolved to deceive the theatergeer, n o r 
prim arily with the 
Idea 
of saving 
m oney; but often are necessary be­ 
cause it woffl'd be Impossible to stage- 
the actual scene dem anded In th e 
script. 
In the photographic tricks rho most 
indispensable perhaps Is the “glass 
ceiling' illusion. 
This is a device of 
painted glass pureed slightly above rh** 
cam era Tens. 
On the sheet o f glass 
ceilings, dom es or roofs are painted' 
to correspond with tile actual sat. 
Glass W o rk Necessary. 
This :{ja*s work is necessary be­ 
cause-of tho lighting demand* d by til.* 
cam era.

shatter off and the crop deteriorate 
quite rapidly when exposed to the 
weather. 
"Im m ature corn is being cut this year 
with headers, grain binders, and mow­ 
ing machines.

8cy beans can be pastured by any 
kind of live stock, but they are more 
especially adapted to hogs than to cat­ 
tle.

Remarkable Illusio ns Pro * 
duced by Versatile M o v ie 
Engineers. 


Ho lly wo o d.—The movie public ft««* 
many illusions that are carefully cre­ 
ated by trick 
pho to graphy and the 
v ersatility of engineer j . 
These secrets of the trade conserve- 
millions of doHars annually tn rhe- 
budg ets of producers, 
The director» 
po int out, however, that they are no t 
evolved to deceive the theaterg oer, nor 
primarily with the Idea 
of saving 
money ; but » rften are necessary be­ 
cause it would be Impossible to stag e 
the actual scene demanded In the 
script. 
In the photog raphic tricks the most 
Indispensable perhaps Is the “g lass 
ceiling ” illusion. 
This is a device of 
painted g lass placed slig htly above rhe* 
camera lens. 
On the sheet of g lass 
ceiling s, domes or roofs are painted 
to corresfKYnd with the actual set. 
Glass Work Necessary . 
This vjnss work 
is ne c e s sa ry fto*- 
cause of the lig hting demanded by !h * 
camera. 
The roofs or upper .parts of 
the set are not constructed 
Instead 
strong flood lig hts are placed there. 
Wrecks of ocean liners are enacted 
in a small tank In the studio-. 
Howl­ 
ing g ales are provided by mechanical 
trfnd machines. The “ocean“ is lashed 
to fury by paddles, and the 
toy Drrer. 
pcrhaix s ten inches in leng th, is tossed 
abotit on the waves by wires in the 
hands of studio assistants, 
If the story calls for an ex plosion 
to sink the boat, a dy namite cap 
aboard Is ex ploded at the proper time 
and the miniature craft sinks beneath 
the waves with ex citing realism. 
A recent ex ample of miniature Illu­ 
sion was enacted in a picture of men

Oats are used mainly for hay or 
g rain, 
seldom 
being 
turned 
under. 
They should be sown on g ood land. On 
poor soils they do not g ive satisfactory 
returns in either hay or g rain, and 
make less g rowth than ry e for turning 
under. 
“Vet oats make a fine crop for farm­ 
ers,1' say s E. C. Blair, ex tension ag ron­ 
omist at the North Carolina State 
colleg e. 
“Under favorable conditions 
they may be ex pected to y ield 2,000 to 
3,5 00 pounds of cured hay per acre. 
The hay contains 9.3 per cent protein, 
as compared to 5 .9 per cent for timo­ 
thy and 15 .4 per cent for soy beans. A 
strong point in favor of oats Is that 
hairy vetch sown with them will ma­ 
ture at the same time, making a hay 
richer in protein than oats alone. 
‘ Oats often winter kill s *v»*r ly . The 
best way to avoid this is to sow plenty 
of seed. 
Use at least two bu-kris '■<•*> 
acre, sow them utrly enoug h to g et a 
g ood start be lore cold weather. 
The 
best time is October. 
A g oes, way to 
- c.v is to di^k the seed in, or better 
still, drill them In, after corn or soj 
beans. 
It would be too late to sow 
them after cotton. 
October-sown oats 
far outy ield late fall or spring -sown 
oats in both hay and g rain.” 
Mr. Blair sug g ests that If oats be* 
g in to run up tn the fall they should 
be g razed down or cold weather will 
damag e them. 
They may be g razed 
for a 
while In the spring , but care 
should 
be taken not to g raze them too 
long . 
Fertilizer

spond well to nitrog en. 
However, if 
rhe land Is fertile, or has received a 
g ood application of fertilizer in the 
spring , oats need not be fertilized in 
the fall.

Oat hay should be cut when the 
g rains are in the doug h stag e, then it 
is easy to cure and ex cellent Ln q uality .

There are several character­ 
istics by which the poor lny< rs ¡ my be 
distinguished. 
They almost Invaria­ 
bly molt early and slowly, usually dur­ 
ing August or September. 
The best 
time to weed out unprofitable hens i< 
from about August 15 to about Sep­ 
tem ber 25. 
The better producers con­ 
tinue laying until late in tfie fall, and 
molt 
rapidly. 
Hens 
that have not 


with black 
or 
hö rt 
ored too much 
color. 
* 
The vent of a hen that is laying 
heavily is large, expanded and moist, 
while that of a nonlayer is small,'puck­ 
ered and dry. 
In the case of the yel­ 
low-skinned breeds, the vent of a hen 
that is laying heavily is usually white 
or pink, but 
the vent of the non­ 
layer is yellow. 
When u hen is laying, 
the 
pelvic 
bones (the two pointed bones between 
which the vent is located) are rather 
thin, flexible, and spread well apart. 
When she is not laying, they are clos­ 
er together, feel thicker, and a re less 
flexible. 
The distance between 
the 
fWlvie bones varies slightly in differ­ 
ent breeds, it being usually 1 ^ inches 
or more for a laying hen and less than 
l^i inches for nonlayer.

With grades established, however, he 
i9 janydJ2.j would have a chance to recover-—-if Uis 
purchase had been represented as No. 
1 when it was really No. 2. 
The same holds true as to prairie 
hays, among which grades have now 
been established. 
The nutritive value of the hay it­ 
self, though, is not the 
only thing.

Corn Good for Cattle 
Immature corn can be made Into a 
good feed for cattle by putting it into 
a silo, says J. B. Fitch, head of the 
dairy department of the Kansus State 
Agricultural college. 
Many silos were 
built this year to store the short corn 
/ crop. 
If above ground silos are nut 
available and their purchase cannot he 
i financed, pit silos, trench silos and silos 
made from flooring or other home­ 
made silos can be used, according to 
Fitch. 
“ When this corn has reached the 
point where it will not grow any more 
It should be cut and put into a silo or 
stacked," he advises. 
“ If it is allowed 
to stand in the field the leaves will 
shatter off and the crop deteriorate 
quite rapidly 
when ex posed to the 
weather. 
“ Immature com is being cut this year 
with headers, grain binders, and mow­ 
ing machines. 
When put into the silo 
the crop can be handled about the 
same as any other silage crop with 
the ex ception that this material cannot 
take up as much moisture as it would 
If mature. 
The amount of water add­ 
ed there should be watched carefully. 
‘‘Silage from Immature corn will not 
be equal in feed value to good corn 
silage, but the silo Is a means of pre­ 
serving this corn and changing it to j 
a palatable feed without loss.”
